My outfit vvns in f Hum,. Hint Haw 

Iho fiirimini place women and chil- 
dren In front of thctn aa shield* 
against our lire. Mmw t tin ri a third of 
our men, I should any, hail been pretty 
tough criminals In their own rotintrlea. 
They always i n, • 1 . 1 1 their pay against 
■ hamlful of tarda or a roll of the 

b m whenever they got a chance. 

They had been lo moat of the dirty 
parts of the world. This war wax not 
•i|i h a inui h to litem; J n - 1 one more 
joh In the Hat. They rould rail tiod 
and the saints and the huimiii body 
more things than any hosa atevedore> 
that ever lived. 

Vet they were rellgti.ua In ■ way. 
of tin in were always reading 
HH.ks or saying prayers In 
different ways and between them they 
believed In every religion and auper- 
stliloii under the sun. I guess. Yet 
they «ere the toughest huiirli I ever 
•aw. 

After they aaw the Germans using 
the ll. lglnn women the way they did. 
almost every limn In my company took 
•onto kind of a row or other, anil 
most of them kept their vows, too. I 
believe. And Ihoae that were religious 
got more ao after that. 

Our chaplain hud always been very 
friendly with the men, and while 1 
think they liked him they were ao 
tougb they would netrer admit It. and 
aome of them rlulined he was a Jonah, 
or Jlng, or had lurk of some kind. Hut 




they all told him their vowa aa aoon 
ni they iniitle them and he was aup- 
posed to be a sort of referee aa to 
whether they kept them or not. 

lturltig my second stunt In the front 
lines IhliigH got pretty hud. The Ger- 
luuus were five to our oue and they 
kepi pushing back purls of the Hue 
and cleaning out others And the 
weather waa as bad aa It rould be 
and Ibe food did noi aJwaya couie reg- 
ularly. Now, before they took their 
vowa, every last muu In the bunch 
would have been kicking and r fowling 
all the tint*, but. aa It waa. the only 
time they growled v.aa when the Ger- 
iii. ins pushed ua back. 

Thlnga kept getuug worae and you 
could aee that the men talked to the 
rhuplulu more and (julte a few of them 
got real chummy with him. 

One morning Frlti atarted In bright 
and early to begin hla strafe. The 
lieutenant waa walking up utid down

Joined the company about a week be- 
fore. They hud walked about ten 



fbern. They Inld to and a third one 
tU It There wen- three In less than 
the minute-. directly over their In ml-. 

Tin ti a -hell landed on the left side 
of the trench at,. | a |h>IIii yelled that 
four men liml got It. They were all 
aypH tilled and three ill., I Inter. The 
lieutenant went over to them and Just 
nfter he |ni-sei| me a bid got It sriunre 
not fur from me uml was knocked 
over to where I was lying. 

The Hi titetittnt rnme bark and 
helped me uiih the tlrsi ulil roll and 
then tin- Germans begHn using slirnp- 
Mi The lieutenant waa aweurlng 
hnrd about the shrnpnel and the Ger 
mans and everything elae. 

Farther to the right a shell had Jnst 
struck near the parados ami made a 
big crater and aero— from It. against 
the para|>et. was a young , hup with 
ii deep §»** lii bis bend, sitting on 
the tire step and next to hlrn a fellow 
nursing the plnee where hla arm* had 
beet, Mown off. Our bread ration In y 
aVIl about the trench ami some of the 
pollua were fishing It out of the mud 
uml water and wiping the biscuits off 
mi their sleeves or eating as fast aa 
ii.. \ . ..iild. Only aome of the t,K. nils 
hud fnlleit In hi. sidy water and they 
dltl not eat these. 

A young fellow, hardly more than a 
boy, stumbled over the pnnnlos and 
fell Into the trench right near the 
lieutenant uml the lieutenant dressed 
til- wounds himself. I think he waa 
some relHtlon of tin* Isiy. 

Tin' Meiiteiiniit asked him how he 
felt, but the boy only asked for water 
and smiled. Hut you rould see be mis 
In pvaej pain. Then the boy said: 
"oh. the pa I n Is awful. I am going 
to die." 

"Voii are all right, old man." the 
Hi uti mint aald. "Ymi will be home 
-.ion The stretcher tourers are coin 
lug" S.i we pussed the word for the 
strrtcher hearer*. 

Then he took the water bottle from 
the bay*! side mid ant him up ami gave 
him MM wnter. He left the water 
Isittle with the .hup and went to 
hurry the stretcher bearers along. 
When he got nr.. uml the corner of the 
trenrh the boy was slipping bark and 
the water bottle had fiillen down. So 
I went over to him and propped him 
up agitln and gave him aome more 
water. 

The lieutenant rame bark with the 
stretcher benrers and he asked one of 
thi in. so it,.- boj . mild not hear him, If 
the boy would live. 

The stretcher bearer aald: "I don't 
think ao. One through hla cheat and 
right leg broken." 

The boy tun! kept quiet for a while, 
but all of a Nudtlen he yelled, "<!lve me 
a cigarette "' I handed him a ciga- 
rette butt f tin t I hud found In the dug- 
out. We were all out of rlgnrettes. 

So they lit It for him ami he kept 
quiet. As aism lis they could they got 
ti mu ml the corner of the fire bay with 
him and through a mmmiinlratlon 
trench to a tleld hospital. The lieu- 
tenant ami I wulked a little wny with 
him ami he Logan to thimk us, and he 
told the lieutenant. "Old man. you 
have been a father and a mother to 
me." 

And the lieutenant aald to him : 
"You have done well, old hoy. You 
bine done more than your ahare." 

When they stiirted Into the column 
nlratlon trench the boy began to 
scream again. And the lieutenant 
acted like a wild man. He took out 
hla cigarette case, but there were no 
clgaretics In It. and then he swore and 
put It buck again. Hut In a few mill 
utea he hail the case out again and 
was swearing worse than ever and 
talking to himself. 

"The boy Isn't dying like a gentle- 
man," be said. "Why couldn't he keep 
quiet." I do not think he meant It 
He was all nervous and excited and 
kept taking out hla cigarette case and 
putting It back again. 

The other officer had gone on to In- 
spect the sentries when the boy rolled 
Into the trench and a pollti came up 
to tell us that the officer hail been hit. 
We walked back to where I had 
ami there was the officer. If I 
been there I would have got It too, 
I guess. He was an awful mesa. The 
loklng out of his neck 
of hltn waa blown off. 
waa wounded. That Is 
what ahrapnel doea to you. Aa I 
crawled peat him I happened to touch 
hla foot and be cursed me all over the 
place. Hut when I tried to Bay I waa 
aorry 1 could not, for then he apolo- 
gised and died a moment later. 

There waa a allver cigarette case 
•ticking out of the raga where hla 
aide bad been blown away and tbe 
II. uti mud crossed himself uml reached 
In and tisik out the rase. But when 
he pried open the raee he found that 
It had been bent and cracked and all 
the clgarettea were aoaked with blood. 
He awore worae than ever, then, and 
threw bia own case away, putting tha 



the first time— every time for that 
matter, nut I waa glad we were going 
lo get some action, because It la hard 
to alt around In a trenrh under fire 
and have nothing lo do. I had all I 
rould do to hold my rifle. 

We ran across No Man's Land. I 
cannot remember mtirji about It. Hut 
when we got to the German trench 
I fell on top of a young fellow and my 
bayonet went right through him. It 
was a crime to get him, at that. Ha 
waa aa delicate aa a pencil. 

When I girt back to our trenches 
after my first charge I rould not Bleep 
for a long time afterward, for ronum 
berlrar what that fellow looked like 

mid how my bayonet slipped Into hltn 

llli'l how he -ileiiUiell wlli'll III' fell. 

He liml Ills lee- |i|,i| his III" k twisted 
under him utter he got It I thought 
about II a lot and It got to lie almost 
a habit that wIiciiotit I was going to

Our rniiipniiy took a Gorman trench 
f tin t time uml along with iinother 
company four hundred prisoners. We 
hinl to retire because the men on our 



doing a thousand and one thlnga. The 
men were always In good humor at 
am h times and It seemed to me even 
more so when the enemy Ore was 
heavy. 

If a man was slightly wounded down 
would come the rifles to order arms, 
and some pollti was sure to shout. 
"Right (hla way. One franc." It was 
a standing Joke and they always did it. 
The poitu who did It most wns a Swiss 
and he waa always playing a Joke on 
aoinebody or imitating some one of 
ua or making fiices. 

We were all sorry when thla Rwlss 
"went west," as the l.lmeys any, and 
we tried to keep up hla Jokes and say 
things and ao forth. Hut they 
t go very well after 
He got his In the 



ohjectivfl and drop the bomb at lite 
proper time, you will hit the tar- 
get.

were being flunked. Hut we lost a lot 
of men doing It. 

When we relumed to our tiemhes 
our outfit wus simply all In and we 
were lying around In the front line, 
like a bunch of old raga In a narrow 
alley. None of us showed any signs 
of life except a working purty th.it 
wns digging with picks and shovels at 
some bodies that hinl been frozen Into 
the mud of the tr. nch. 

I used to think all the Germans were 
big and fat and strong, imd, of course, 
some of the gri'iniiller regiments are, 

but lots of the limbo- I Sliw Were 

little and weak like thla fellow I "got" 
in my first charge. 

It was a g I plei e of work to take 

tbe prisoners ami a novelty for me to 
look them in the fees? — the fellows I 
bud been fighting. Hecuuse, when you 
lo,.k a Hun in the face, you can see 
the yellow streak. Even If you are 
their prisoner you CM tell that the 
Huns are yellow. 

Maybe you have heard pigs being 
buti Tiered. It sounded like that when 
we got to them. When they attacked 
ua they yelled to beat the hand. 1 
guess I hey thought they rould scare 
aa. But you cannot scare nun hlne 
guns imr the foreign legion either. 8o 
when they could not scare ua they 
were up against It and had to fight. 
I will admit, though, that the first 
time Frlti came ov.r and began yell- 
ing I thought the whole German army 
waa after me. at that, and Kaiser Hill 
playing the drum. And how they hate 
a bayonet ! They would much rather 
nit In a ditch and p..t you. 

I admit I am not crazy about bayo- 
net lighting myself, aa a general prop- 
osition, but I will aay that there have 

I n times when I waa serving a gun 

behind the front lines when I wished 
for a rule and a bayonet In my hunda 
and a chance at Fritz man to man. 

It waa In this charge that our rhap- 
luln was put out of commission. Aa 
we were lined up. w tilting to climb on 
to the fire step and then over the par- 
apet, this rhaplaln rnme dowti the 
line apcuktng to each man as he went. 
He would not Buy much, but Just a 
few words, and then make the sign of 
the rrosa. He was In a black cassock. 

He waa Just one man from me as 
we got the word and stood up on the 
fire step. He waa not tinned with a- 



He was one of the bunch thnt charged 
before the order was given, when tin 
chaplain got It. and was running pretty 
near me until we got to the Hm-ho 
wire. I hnd to stop to get through, 
though must of It wus cut up by artil- 
lery hro, tiut he must tiuve jum|iei| it. 
for when I looked up he wus twenty 
or thirty pin es nhend of me. We got 
to the OafMH iilsnit thnt time and 
I was pretty busy for a while. But 
soon I saw him ugnln. He wus pulling 
his bayonet out of a Boebe when an 
other tiinde a Jab at him and stin k him 
In the iirm. Then the Hoc he iniide a 
swing at him with bis rifle, tint the 
Swi-- dropped on one km-, uml dodged 
It. He kept defending himself with 
bis rifle, but there was another Ger- 
man on him by this time uml he rould 
not get up. The corporal of our squad 
up Just about that time, but he 
tisi lute, because one of the 
got to the Swiss with his bay- 
He did not have time to with- 
draw It before our corporal stuck him. 
The other OMM made a pass at the 
eor|H,ral. hut he was too late. The 
corporal bent him to It and felled him 
with a terrific blow from his rifle butt. 
The Huns were pretty thick around 
there Just aa another fellow and my- 
self came up. A Boche swung his rifle 
nt the corporal uml when he dodt'ed It 
the Boebe nlmost got me. The swing 
took him off his feet and then the cor- 
poral did ai pretty a hit of work as 
I ever saw. He Jumped for the Boche, 
who had fallen, landed on his face 
with both feet and gave It to the next 
one with bla bayonet all at the same 
time. He was the quickest man I ever 
aaw. 

There were a couple of well-known 
savate men In the next company and 
I saw one of them get under Fritz's 
guard with his foot and. believe me, 
there was some force In that kick. 
He must have driven the German's 
chin clear through tbe back of bis 



We thought It was pretty tough luck 
to lose both the chaplain and the vll- 
luge wit in the same charge, along 
with half of our officers, and then have 
to give up the trench. Every man In 
was sore as a boll

At the present time, large groups, 
including several squadrons of 
bombing machines go over the lines 
from time to time, and completely 
dMtKf their objective, be it a city, 
or a ramp, a column of troops, or a 
trench system. Unfortunately, tho 
allies air forces have to travel for 
many miles over hostile territory, 
defended by anti-aircraft guns, to 
attack German cities, while the 
enemy can attack French citieg by 
Hying only a short distance beyond 
the allied lines. 

I'he allies are developing large 
bombing planes which carry sudl- 
cieiil fuel for long excursions and 
armament to protect them when 
they are attacked by fighting air- 
planes. Bombing squadrons are es- 
corted usually over the lines by 
fast fighting squadrons of 18 planes 
to a squaitron, and then left to 
their own devices, for the fighters 
seldom carry sufficient fuel to per- 
mit them to accompany the bomb- 
ers im the round trip.

KNOWLEDGE THAT SHOULD BE 
POSSESSED BY A COUNTY 
ROAD ENOINEER 
By Rodman Wiley. Commissioner. 
Department of Public Roads,

Th' 1 tJMfVsii i« frcijnenlly ask.nl 
what should it man know in order 
hi bo an efficient County Road Kn- 
prineer? 

The fad i« appreciated that in 
some sections of the state, wo have 
only gravel r< >nilx. in other sections, 
niaoailam or earth rmnl«. Wo be- 
Movi» a man should ho best familiar 
Willi fho typo ..f rnad that predomi- 
nates in his county. (ienerally 
speaking, ho should first of all know 
road work in dotail, possess con- 
siderable executive ahility. ho ahlo 
to handlo mon and know how to 
doal with tho puhlic and ho Ihoroly 
honost. 

If iiny roails aro to ho graded, ho 
should know exactly what niarhin- 
ory to purchase and how to placo 
fho men. and. if nooossary. super 
intond tho work. If any stono is to 
ho crushed, ho should know how to 
drill and load tho nolo* and how 
to disfrihulo his forros so as to 
crush tho stono in Iho most econom- 
ical way, should knirw how to figure 
tho cost of concrete in place, irravel 
doliM'i-i'd ut various points, stono 
crnshoii and hauled along tho road. 
Ho should ho Ihoroly familiar with 
tho construction of any type of 
road which might ho undertaken 
in his county during tho torm of 
his office; as a matter of fact, ho 
should know in detail each kind of 
work for which the county wi 
spend money under his direction. 

A man might he a most excellent 
lawyer am) yet a failure as a drug- 
gist, or. he might he a successful 
farmer and yet valueless as a cashier 
of a hank. A man might ho a good 
business man. thoroly honest and 
industrious, but if he does not 
know the details of road work, he 
will not make a |OOd road man. It 
has always been my experience that 
it cewts loo much money fo educate 
a man in the art of economical road 
construction and maintenance and 
it seems that the proper thing to 
do is to employ a man that knows 
and. if such is done, it will ho found 
that good will result from all funds 
invested in roads, that he will be 
able U) MVS the county his salary 
many times in tho course of a sea- 
son. It is. therefore, hoped that not 
only tho county officials, but all 
citizens of the State will appreciate 
the fact that they will receive a 
dollar's worth of work for every 
dollar BXPOnded, if they will em- 
ploy men thoroly trained in road 
work and pay then* a good salary, 
rather than to employ someone who 
know* nothing whatever about 
road work and spends most of his 
time loafing around tho court house 
or attending to his private business. 
Inasmuch as the County Road En- 
gineer handles 50", and sometimes 
more iif the county's funds, it is an 
important office and the Draper man 
to select for the place should re- 
ceive the careful consideration of 
every taxpayer.

Packers' Profits 
Are Regulated 

The public should understand that 
the profits of the packers have been 
limited by the Food Administration 
since November 1, 1917. For this pur- 
pose, the business of Swift ft Company 
is now divided into three rlaaMs : 

Claw 1 includes such products aa beet, 
pork, mutton, oleomargarine) and 
others that are essentially animal 
product*. Profits are limited to 9 
per cent of the capital employed in 
these departments, (including sur- 
plus and borrowed money), or not 
to exceed two and a half cents on 
each dollar of sales.

The restrictions absolutely guar- 
antee a reasonable relation between 
live stock prices and wholesale meat 
prices, because the packer's profit can- 
not possibly average more than a 
fraction of a cent per pound of product 

Since the profits on meat (Clan 1) 
are running only about 2 cents on each 
dollar of sales, we have to depend on 
the profits from soap, glue, fertilizer 
(Class 2. abo limited) and other depart- 
ments. (Class 3) to obtain reasonable 
earnings on capital.
